Hew the Treasury Depertment Pro- 


poses te Obtain 
Regarding the P.oduce of Mines. 


The Mint Bureau of the Treasury 


Department has authorized the Super- 


intendent of the Mint in San Fran- 
cisco to collect statistics of the pro- 
duction of the precious metals in the 
States and Territories of this Coast. 
In accordanee with this authority, cir- 
culars asking information will be sent 
to every incorporated and private 
mine; to Wells, Fargo & Co.'s agents, 
and to prominent merchantsin mining 
localities, for estimates of the produc- 
tion of the Chinese, small producers 


jby arastras, the pan, ete., by which 


means it is hoped to receive returns of 
the entire production. Circulars are 
sent from the Miat every six months 
—January Ist and July ist —for the 
reason that the production of the Gov- 
eroment fiscal year which ends June 
30th, is six months of each two years. 
The production will be classified as to 
the manner or mode of production— 
whether argentiferous, lead ore, vein 
quartz, drift, placer or hydraulic, etc. 
Bat what will be of most advantage 
to every county will be the publica- 
tion for each fiscal year of the produc
